Buff Orpingtons. 


The Buff Orpingtons, admitted to the: 
American Standard of Perfection a year : 
ago, have attained a wide popularity and | 
wherever tried in the utility line have been 
found a profitable breed. f 

The Orpingtons were originated in| 
England by William Cook, Orpington | 
House, Kent, who says of them: 

Many years ago we wrote to our con-; 
temporaries saying that when we brought | 
out the Orpingtons they were to combine | 
show, laying, and table qualities, all in| 
one bird: the old scientific writers said this | 
would be impossible, but we have perse- | 
vered. They argued that if you wanta | 
good layer the bird will be no good for: 
table; if you keep show birds they will | 
be only ornaments — and these were the | 
Opinions of our leading writers. But: 
many thousands have proved to the con- | 
trary that people who have kept a pen. 
of prize birds in years gone by had to: 
keep other birds to lay eggs for their: 
own domestic use, while some do now. : 

But it is not so when they keep Buff: 
Orpingtons—and we may here say that 
all varieties of Orpingtons will lay before | 
they are 4 or 6 months old; that is some : 
of them. We wish to make it plain that: 
only a few do this, but still it is a straw. 
that shows which way the current is flow- ; 
ing. It not infrequently happens that: 
people write to us who have had Buff: 
Orpingtons and say they have had from } 
60 to go eggs each by the time birds are | 
nine months old. We have had numbers : 
of birds lay over 200 eggs each in the} 
year, and our readers must understand 
that they are not only such layers but 
they are extraodinary table birds, 

There is no variety of fowls that 
produce birds with finer, whiter flesh 
than the Orpingtons. When we produced 
the Orpingtons, we were most particular 
what we used, as they were made up of 
the finest blood, and we selected extraor- 
dinary laying hens. When other varieties 
of fowls were produced only plumage 
and shape were studied, but the Orping- 
tons were made well, and they have 
gained the advantage over other birds. 

In Canada the breed is finding many 
friends. Mr. A. G. Gilbert, Manager of 
the Poultry Department, at the Experi- 
mental Farm, Ottawa, says: 

In Canada, the Buff Orpingtons, at this 
moment, stands ahead of either Rock or 
Wyandottes, for the reason that we are 
catering to a very large English market 
which calls for a superior quality of poul- 
try. Birds with light colored legs and 
white flesh receive the highest price and 
are mostindemand. Yellow legs and 
flesh are not wanted. In Canada the taste 
is not so pronounced for the light flesh 
and legs, but it is going in that direction. 
And we are informed on good authority 
that there are indications of a change in 
the taste of the people of the United 
States to the light flesh and color of leg. 

This may be so or not, but let it once 


that the lighter colored flesh is indication 
: of more carefully fed poultry, and result- 


ing of better quality of flesh, and the cul- 
tivated tastes of those who pay the 
highest price, will have none other. 


HOW CANADIAN FARMERS ARE ADVISED. 


In advising the farmer of Canada to 
adopt a breed best suited to the exigen- 


|cies of both home and English market 


we have no hesitation in giving the Buff 
Orpington a front place. But some one 
says why not one of the Dorkings with 
their light colored legs. Because the 
Dorking females, up to date, have not 
proved themselves to be as good winter 
layers as the Orpingtons. No doubt the 
Dorkings in every way good market fowl 
when taken in hand will be made good 
winter layers and they too, from an Eng- 
lish market standpoint, will take place in 
front of the breeds with legs of pro- 
nounced yellow color. 


WHAT EXPERIMENT HAS SHOWN. 


But it is of the Buff Orpington that we 
are more particularly speaking, and we 
can do so without disparaging any of the 
standard varieties. 

Suffice it to say that experimental work 
has shown the Buff Orpington female to 
be a winter layer above the ordinary. 

That the chicks are hardy and grow 
rapidly. 

Three Buff Orpington cockerels hatched 
June 1, 1901, at 3 months and 2 days old, 
weighed 3 pounds 7% ounces, 3 pounds 
12% ounces, 3 pounds 9% ounces, and at 
5 months 11 days old, weighed 7 pounds 
2 ounces, 7 pounds 2% ounces, 6 pounds 
¥% ounce. 

Four White Wyandotte cockerels kept 
under same care and feeding at 7 months 
2 days old, weighed 7 pounds 2 ounces, 
6 pounds 13% ounces, 6 pounds 7% 
ounces, 7 pounds 4% ounces. 

In the United States they have been 
bred by a number of prominent poultry- 
men, and the universal verdict seems to 
be that they are worthy of a place by the 
side of the Plymouth Rocks and Wyan- 
dottes as a utility breed, while the fancier 
can see in them the same incentive to 
fine work, and careful study that is 
required in the maturity of any other 
buff colored fowl. 

For these reasons and the fact that it is 
already a Standard breed we expect to 
see the Buff Opington continually gaining 
in popularity. 


THE MAINE STATE POULTRY SHOW 


Held at Lewiston, Dec. 16-19, 1902, 


The second annual exhibition of the 
Maine State Poultry and Pet Stock Asso- 
ciation was a decided success in every 
sense of the term. Attractive to the eye 
of the visitor were the fine exhibits of 
many varieties of poultry, while the close 
competition in some of the classes made 


become popularly fancied, or believed | it decidedly interesting from the exhib- 


itor’s standpoint. The American classes 
were the strongest in number of entries, 
there being 148 Barred Plymouth Rocks, 
125 Rhode Island Reds and 113 Wyan- 
dottes. With so many breeds of high 
quality it was necessary that many good 
specimens remain unplaced, and the score 
cards were carefully studied. In all the 
classes, the judges cut for defects in strict 
accordance with the standard require- 
ments and when this is done the speci- 
mens that score above 93 are birds of 
exceptional merit. 

_The improvement in the quality of the 
birds over those shown last year was 
plainly noticeable, and a number of new 
exhibitors were represented by choice 
specimens. 

The attendance of visitors was large, 
considering the fact that the State Grange 
was in session at Portland, although it 
was noticed that quite a number from 
distant parts of the state visited the show 
on their return trip from Portland. The 
total attendance was over 2,000 people, 
and it was by no means a city crowd, but 
more a gathering of people interested in 
the important work which our State As- 
sociation is doing for the poultry industry 
of Maine. 

The judging was by D. J. Lambert, 
A. C. Hawkins, W. B. Atherton and 
Geo. P. Coffin, and the prizes were 
awarded as follows:

Timely Topics. 
(Written for the Eastern Poultryman.) 


High prices on eggs is the rule for the 
next few months and the poultryman who 
can successfully procure them is sure of 
making a profit on his flock. It is gen- 
erally an easy matter to get a good sup- 
ply of eggs through the warm months of 
the year, especially if the flock is ona 
good range where they may pick up 
much of their living in the way of bugs, 
insects and grasses. The exercise they 
obtain in ranging has a tendency to keep 
the birds in good health and productive, 
but, when cold winter comes and snow 
covers the ground, they have to be con- 
fined in their houses; a great many are 
then puzzled to keep up the productive- 
ness and health of the flock. Plenty of 
egg-producing food is absolutely neces- 
sary to a good yield. Many farmers and 
others keep goodly sized flocks of poultry 
through winter, feeding only corn or corn 
meal, deploring the fact of no eggs. 
Variety costs no more and if fed properly 
and other conditions are right will pro- 


duce results. We have been very suc- 
cessful in getting the high-priced winter 
eggs and thinking perhaps our methods 
will be of interest we will give them. In 
years past the grains we have used most 
heavily have been oats and wheat witha 
little corn, but this season we have tried 
repeatedly to get good oats without suc- 
cess, so are using wheat instead. The 
first years of our being engaged in the 
poultry business we fed corn very spar- 
ingly, but the last three or four have. used 
it in goodly quantities very successfully. 
In our cold climate where the thermom- 
eter drops below zero (Dec. 8th twenty 
degrees below) a feed of whole corn at 
night well warmed is surely appreciated. 
Perhaps corn fed as liberally as we use it 
would not be desirable for the Asiatic 
breeds especially if kept in a warmer cli- 
mate, but for our stock (Rhode Island 
Reds) it is all right. Wheat we use asa 
noon feed, well scattered in the litter and 
occasionally substitute it for corn at night. 
In the morning we feed a mash composed 
of a variety of ground grains with boiled 
vegetables, table leavings, and animal 
food added. We mix this mash with 
skim milk mostofthe time. When green 
bone can be gotten readily it is the best 
of animal food, taking the place of bugs, 
worms, etc., the hens procure on range 
but as we cannot get a supply easy and 
regularly we substitute the prepared 
meats with good results. A great many 
use condition powders, thinking thereby 
to force eggs along. We have and do. 
now use a good condiment occasionally 
(perhaps once a week) and think it pays 
but their general and regular use is not 
necessary and to be condemned. A 
goodly supply of grit and oyster shells is 
kept constantly before the hens. Failure 
to do this especially when they are closely 
housed in winter will mean indigestion, 
poor health and consequently no eggs. 
It has often been said that the vice of egg 
eating may be stopped by keeping a 
plentiful supply of oyster shells on hand, 
especially if the habit has been formed in 
their absence. Water is of prime impor- 
tance and our flocks get it at least twice 
a day slightly warmed. At some time 
through the day, we have for years fed 
green food of somesort. This winter we 
are feeding mangel wurtzels chopped fine 
and find they are much _ appreciated. 
Onions chopped up are relished in small 
quantities but are not eaten greedily by 
our flocks. Cabbage, beets, apples, tur- 
nips, carrots, etc., are all good vegetable 
or green foods. Exercise and fresh air 
are next in importance to a good and 
plentiful supply of food, if we wish re- 
sults. A scratching house well littered 
allows the birds plenty of exercise and 
out door air while they are not exposed 
to cold, bleak winter winds. Last winter 
we kept a flock of about forty S. C. R. I. 
Reds in a large barn on our farm. A 
small room for roosting and laving quar- 
ters was parted off and the balance given’ 
over to their use as a scratching shed. 
Large swing doors on the south were 
open through the day all winter except 
perhaps a dozen of the coldest. This 
flock laid a large number of eggs through 
the fall and winter and at the breeding 
season some of them were used, their 
eggs hatching well and the chicks were a 
strong. robust, quick-growing lot. I con- 
sider the exercise this flock had in the 
open air had much to do with their pro- 
ductiveness and grand good health 
throughout the season. We should ad- 
vise exercise by all means as one of the 
easiest ways to procure health and eggs 
in your flocks. Old hay, leaves, straw or 
most anything will do for litter, but see

*tis supplied. Itis of prime importance 
that the flocks are in good condition when 
put into winter quarters, and if composed 
of pullets, that they be well matured if 
we wish wintereggs. Don’t keep stunted 
chicks or scrubs that cannot possibly pay 
their way. Flocks to do well should be 
made as comfortable as possible while at 
roost nights. A curtain to let down be- 
fore them the coldest weather is useful 
and handy. Look out for lice. Thor- 
oughbreds cost no more to keep than 
scrubs and mongrels. With good, well- 
matured, healthy stock, bred for egg pro- 
duction, proper care being taken to select 
a variety suited to your conditions and 
taste, plenty of wholesome egg-producing 
foods judiciously fed, fresh water, grit, 
and exercise in fresh air, a profitable 
winter egg yield is assured, 
Harry C. NuNAN.

The Fowls Called Blue. 


The chapter on blue fowls in a poultry 
history might be as brief as the famous 
Chapter on Snakes in Ireland, because 
the fowls which are called blue are not 
really blue. ButI prefer to accept the 
popular understanding, and speak of the 
fowls called blue as if that were their real 
color. 

The Standard recognizes just one so- 
called blue breed, the Andalusian. Out- 
side of the Standard there are the Jersey 
Blue, an old and well-established breed, 
and the Blue Wyandotte and Blue Lang- 
shan, and perhaps still other unrecognized 
and unnamed blue varieties. 

The plumage of the Andalusian and 
that of all other blue fowls may be de- 
scribed as follows: The head dark, slaty 
blue, nearly black; the breast a medium 
shade of slaty blue, each feather edged 
with a darker shade of the same color; 
wings, primaries a light and secondaries 
and coverts a dark shade of slaty blue, 
the wing-bows a still darker shade of the 
same color, almost black; tail, main 
feathers a medium shade of slaty blue, 
sickles and coverts a very dark shade of 
the same color, nearly black. This is 
the approved color of the male, the color 
of the female being similar, but generally 
ofa lighter shade throughout. It will 
therefore be seen that the so-called blue 
fowls are really slate-colored fowls, and 
are laced instead of being solid-colored. 

Blue fowls are really handsome, but it 
cannot be truthfully said that they are 
popular. The reason for this is not far 
to seek. Blue fowls do not breed true to 
color. Ifone rears a flock of them, he 
will probably have. solid black, pure 
white, mottled, barred and all shades of 
slate from white to black, among his 
chickens. The uncertainty of their preed- 
ing causes many to become disgusted 
with them. Blue is made up of black 
and white, and so are the plumages de- 
scribed as mottled and barred. But 
while mottled and barred chickens will 
breed quite true to color, for some un- 


known reason blue ones will not. Blue |. 


is not difficult to get, but it is difficult to 
keep. It is perhaps the most evanescent 
color among those found in domestic 
fowls. Even when great pains have been 
taken to insure something like a thor- 
oughbred character to blue fowls, the 
owners of the best strains do not dare to 
claim that more than 75 per cent of the 
progeny will be blue. 

The Andalusian, the standard blue 
variety, is a wonderfully prolific fowl. Its 
eggs are of good size, and it lays very 
many ofthem. Itis in fact one of the 


best layers among the Mediterranean 
breeds which stand at the head of the 
classes of great layers. If one did not 
care for color, and was willing to have 
his flock of all shades, the Andalusian 
would do him great service, for the white 
and black and other off-colored pullets 
will lay as well as the blue ones. For 
practical purposes, therefore, this uncer- 
tainty in breeding need not deter one 
from selecting blue fowls. 

As the types of the Andalusian and the 
Minorca are very similar, if not identical, 
it would hardly be a misnomer to call the 
Andalusian a blue Minorca. And if one 
weie a fancier of Minorcas and desired to 
start cheaply in the production of three 
varieties, the black, the white and the 
blue, he could purchase a small pen of 
Andalusians. and in a year or two could 
be well supplied with all three varieties. 
This is the most economical form of va- 
riety breeding with which I am acquainted. 
For this purpose, what is usually consid- 
ered the bane in the breeding of the An- 
dalusian would prove to be a blessing. 

Despite the evanescent character of 
blue plumage, it is desirable, for the sake 
of variety, that the fancy for it should be 
fostered, and that blue fowls should not 
be allowed ‘‘to run out.’? We need at 
least one blue variety. Andit is possible 
that if one would steadily breed from the 
dark blue fowls, and use only such year 
after year for breeding, a strain might be 
established which would breed true to 
color. Even if but 75 per cent of the 
chickens came true to color—and such 
results are claimed—there is no reason 
for disgust with the breed. The other 
25 per cent can be killed at the broiler 
age, or ata later period, or the pullets 
may be reserved for the miscellaneous 
laying flock. 

In breeding blue fowls, if one desires 
to use the lighter-colored females, a black 
male will give the best results. But such 
breeding is not advisable if the attempt 
to establish a strain is to be made, for it 
will adda black near-at-hand ancestor, 
and thus tend to keep up the uncertainty 
of breeding. It will, however, produce 
immediately useful results, in deepening 
the shade on the chickens. 

The conclusion of the whole matter is 
that blue is a color formed from black and 
white; that the elements are so mixed as 
to be somewhat unstable; that the color 
is probably often toned up by the use of a 
black male, and thus the uncertainty of 
breeding is kept up; that perhaps the 
color could be fixed if such toning up were 
not resorted to, and only the dark-blues 
were used for breeding; that there is hope 
in this direction, for strains have been 
formed which produce a large percentage 
of good colored breeds, and that because 
of its rarity and its beauty the color ought 
to be perpetuated, for the sake of the 
variety it gives to the colorization of do- 
mestic fowls and because such variety 
stimulates an interest in poultry breeding 
and such an interest is beneficial to the 
country. — Hf. S. Babcock, in Country 
Gentleman.

Half-way business is unprofitable. If 
you are in the fancy poultry line, have 
only the best, or sell out. The cost of 
feeding them will be the same as for 
scrubs, while the prices to be obtained 
will be vastly different. 


Do not forget the important fact that 
fowls have no teeth and must have some 
grit instead. 


The wheat sold for poultry food is often 
of the lowest grade, but the retailers 
seem to make no difference on that 
account. 


Do not ask your hens to do an impos- 
sibility. If you do not furnish the mate- 
rial for eggs it is unreasonable to expect 
them. 


There is no danger of taking too good 
care of the hens. The man who keeps 
them well-fed and in clean quarters rarely 
finds fault about the number of eggs laid, 
no matter what the breed. 


It is a mistake to think there is no 
trouble from lice in cold weather. They 
are not so lively, and perhaps not so nu- 
merous as in the summer months, but 
they are getting in their deadly work 
just the same. 

Now is a good time to cure the cases 
of scaly leg in your flocks. The trouble 
is caused by a minute parasite which 
lodges under the scales of the shanks. A 
mixture of kerosene and lard should be 
applied, then after a day or two give the 
shanks a thorough washing in warm, 
soapy water, then apply vaseline oncea 
week until a cure is effected. A scaly 
shank is an unsightly thing in the show- 
room and often costs the specimen a cut 
of one or two points. 


It is gratifying to see how the farmers 
all over the land are gradually getting out 
of mongrel blood and substituting pure 
bred stock. They learn the truths and 
are seeking the light of further knowledge.

CANADIAN GEESE FOR AMERICAN 
MARKETS. 


C. E. Austin & Co., of Mansfield, Mass., 
Handle Thousands. 


From Prince Edward’s Island, from 
Nova Scotia, from the provinces of Que- 
bec and Ontario, comes every fall a 
steady stream of geese to be fattened in 
New- England for the markets of Boston, 
New York and Philadelphia. The tariff 
tax of three cents per pound is apparently 
a prohibitive tariff for all kinds of poultry 
but geese and turkeys. The fact that in 
spite of the tariff, geese and turkeys come 
in in considerable quantities would indi- 
cate that there is as yet no over-produc- 
tion of first-class market stock in these 
lines. 

The Canadian geese can hardly be said 
to compete with the native product in the 
east; they supplement it, beginning to 
arrive about the time the supply of the 
home product is cleaned up. Thus they 
come more in competition with the west- 
ern geese, to which they are said to be 
decidedly superior, the western birds 
generally being rather hard meated and 
stringy. It is altogether probable that 
the Canadian climate has much to do with 
this superiority, which by the way, is not 
peculiar to the Canadian products, but is 
in a general way common to the geese 
and turkeys of the extreme northern 
United States as well. A short summer, 
not too warm, seems to favor rapid growth 
in fowls, as in grains and vegetables; and 
rapid development—if good all round de- 
velopment—in poultry, is essential to the 
making of a good quality of meat. It is 
possible, too, that the grower in northerly 
sections feeling the handicap of a shorter 
season, helps natural development by a 
little extra care and feeding as he would 
not if the season gave ample time for the 
birds to come to a marketable maturity. 
The fact that choice stock is produced in 
all sections, seems to show that though 
climatic and other natural conditions may 
differ, the quality of the product is deter- 
mined by the grower. At the same time 
it is the average stock of the average pro- 
ducer in any section that gives reputation 
to the product from that section. 

The price paid the Canadian farmer for 
his geese is about the same as the New 
York price of live western geese. To 
this must be added the tariff tax, averag- 
ing about twenty-four cents per goose, 
(eight pounds being approximately the 
average weight of the geese imported), 
and the cost of transportation. This, 
estimating it roughly, makes the cost of 
the Canadian goose to the fatter about 
the same as the Rhode Island geese cost 
him. 

Messrs. Austin & Co. buy their Cana- 
dian geese through agents in Canada who 
are generally men engaged in buying 
other kinds of live stock in the territory 
they cover. The geese, just taken from 
pasture, and sometimes several days on 
the road, are mostly thin when received, 
but with big frames and good sound di- 
gestion. The fattening takes four or five 
weeks. Here the food given is a mash or 
dough of corn meal and beef scrap and 
some whole corn. It takes nearly fifty 
bags of meal a day, and about forty 
bushels of shelled corn for the 10,000 
geese now on hand. When beef scrap 
can be obtained in sufficient quantities, 
about ten per cent of beef scrap is added 
to the meal. This year scrap has been 
so hard to get that the geese have not 
had their usual allowance. I was inter- 
ested to note that the present cost of 


feeding the geese here was in round num- 
bers $100 per day, and that this was the 
figure Mr. E. A. Cornell, of Adamsville, 
R. I., gave meas the cost of feeding when 
he had 10,000 geese on hand a little over 
a year ago. 

Mixing the dough for this big flock of 
geese keeps one man busy all day long. 
In a big boiler water is constantly being 
heated. The meal and scrap are mixed 
dry with a shovel in a big mixing trough. 
Then the boiling water is turned on and 
the mass thoroughly mixed, after which 
it is shoveled out into heavy wooden 
boxes about a foot and a half wide by 
three feet long, and about eight inches 
deep. In these it cooks for a while in its 
own heat, then becomes partially cooled 
before being fed. The mixer will keep 
twenty to forty boxes of mixed feed ahead 
of him all the time, the man who does 
the feeding taking always that in the 
boxes that have been standing longest. 
As fast as filled the boxes are shifted 
along the floor of the cook room, and out 
under a shed beside it. This shed has 
an inclined floor, highest at the end far- 
thest from the door of the cook house, 
the height at this highest part being such 
that a box of feed can easily be emptied 
from it into the big tub on the dough cart. 

The dough cart is kept going constant- 
ly from dawn until dark. When the 
rounds are made once it is time to begin 
over again. If two dough carts were 
used it would be possible to feed all the 
geese at nearly the same time, but good 
feeders are rare, and having two men 
feed, when tried, has not worked satis- 
factorily. It might if both men were 
equally skillful. The one man who does 
the feeding now has to have some help, 
but is doing so much of it himself that it 
is practically all in his control. The corn 
meal dough is the principal fattening food; 
the whole corn is used more freely at this 
season than earlier, because if the geese 
are given more dough than they will 
clean up at night, what is left freezes in 
the troughs, making waste and extra 
work. By feeding the dough a little 
short and keeping corn before the geese, 
they are sure of food enough, and there 
is no waste. 

The geese at the time I visited the 
farm were being dressed at the rate of 
about four hundred a day. Twelve pick- 
ers were employed. The average picker 
dresses about thirty-five geese a day, 
though some especially expert pfckers 
dress more than that. Then of course 
there are among so many pickers some 
that are less experienced and less speedy 
and in the day's work the total accom- 
plished is thus about the same as if all the 
men were average fast pickers. 

In December, it is said the geese dress 
much easier, and some of the best pickers 
then make big records and correspond- 
ingly good pay. Last year the best picker 
here picked sixty-seven geese in one day 
of ten hours, and though that was a hard 
day’s work it did not disable him, for he 
picked fifty the next day. 

These geese average heavier than the 
Rhode Island green geese marketed 
earlier in the season. Mr. Austin says 
that the average weight for each day’s 
picking rarely falls below twelve and a 
half pounds, while there have been a num- 
ber of times when it went as high as thir 
teen to thirteen anda half. 

The picking is but a part of the work 
of preparing the geese for shipment. For 
cooling, washing and packing, extra men 
are required. So the expense for labor 
is heavy as well as the expense for feed 
Itis a business that takes capital anda 
good deal of it, for it is all done ona cash 


basis. The geese are bought for cash; 
the feed is bought for cash; the men em- 
ployed have to be paid in cash once a 
week; there are numerous incidental ex- 
penses all calling for cash. Barring un- 
usual mislortune it is a profitable business, 
but as the amount realized per goose is 
not large, to make it successful and prof- 
itable it must be done on a large scale. 
Though feed has been high the last two 
years, and the price of geese not corre- 
spondingly high, this business has paid 
better than ever before, because the 
amount of business done was more than 
double that of any year previous to last 
year. 

The geese are shipped mostly to Boston 
and New York. Some shipments go to 
Philadelphia, but not many as compared 
with the shipments to other cities. New 
York, it is said, likes white geese. Bos- 
ton doesn’t care whether the geese are 
white or dark, provided they are good. 
Mr. Austin says the proportion of white 
ones among the Canadian geese, particu- 
larly among those from Prince Edward’s 
Island, is much larger than among the 
Rhode Island geese. Most of the geese 
received are of no particular breed. 
There was one quite large lot of mongrels 
the hybrid between the wild and domestic 
goose. 

The geese here, except some of the last 
received, were tamer and quieter than I 
had found them anywhere else either in 
fattening yards or on the farms. They 
were hardly disturbed at all by my mov- 
ing about with the camera, and seemed 
even less disturbed by a few visitors who 
went over the farm unattended. I asked 
for an explanation of the unusual absence 
of timidity. Mr. Austin told me he 
thought it was because the geese were so 
grouped about the buildings, that becom- 
ing familiar with people passing and _re- 
passing, their timidity soon wore off. 

Several more lots of geese were due to 
arrive during November. By the first of 
the year these will be about all marketed. 
Then for three months there is little do- 
ing onthe farm. April is a month of 
getting ready for the season’s work. The 
geese begin to arrive from Rhode Island 
in small quantities May 1. By the time 
the R. I. supply is exhausted the Cana- 
dian geese are coming, and so it goes 
year after year.—/ohn H. Robinson, in 
farm Poultry.

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Canker, Roup and Diphtheria. 


There is one remedy now admitted by 
physicians to be superior to nearly all 
others for destroying the germs of disease. 
It is said to be the best gargle for diph- 
theria that is known. As Dr. W. B. Car- 
penter, of Leavenworth, Kansas, has 
written a most excellent article on its use, 
we give it below. He says: 


“Sometimes if neglected (inflammatory 
sores caused by fighting,) result in the 
loss of an eye, and again the whole side 
of the face may become involved as the 
face itches and the hen scratches it, and 
her nails being foul, only increases the 
trouble, oftentimes they rub the face 
against the shoulder coverts leaving viru- 
lent material for others to pick at and 
investigate, in which act their mouths be- 
come infested with the poison, and a case 
of canker follows at once, the poison is so 
virulent, and the absorbent vessels of the 
mouth so active. Now, if you happen to 
be feeding soft feed occasionally, or reg- 
ularly, you can readily see how rapidly 
this malady will spread from a single case, 
and. if you are not feeding soft feed, they 
will be exposed from the drinking vessels, 
and should one not be on the watch con- 
stantly, each day looking over their flocks 
one case will multiply to a dozen or more 
before he is aware of it. 


“For the canker of the mouth I had 
tried all the remedies recommended and 
failed generally. I was disgusted with 
the use of all caustic remedies as cruel 
and unnecessary, and knowing the value 
of peroxyd of hydrogen to clean foul 
ulcers, I threw enough of it (with a small 
pipet syringe or d;>p tube) to flow over 
the affected part uJ the mouth, and after 
three or four a plications once or twice a 
day all canker coatings slipped off, and 
my cases got well, without anything else. 
I have used it for a number of years and 
have never failed. These cases should 
be isolated of course, (to save the well 
ones) and kept warmer, until you know 
they are cured. I am satisfied that many 
of the cases of the so-called roup have 
originated from wounds made by picking 
and fighting and then spread by contact. 
For the active inflammation of the face if 
taken early, a free wetting of the parts 
with a soft cloth saturated with pure cider 
vinegar once a day for two or more days, 
is the best remedy I ever used. This 
form of inflammation as well as roup (so 
called) has the same characteristics and 
is amenable to the same treatment and 
remedies as erysipelas and the canker as 
diphtherite in the human family, and no 
one can be too careful after handling such 
cases, etc., to wash and disinfect the 
hands thoroughly. After the facial swell- 
ing has subsided, that the parts may not 
become dry and crack, a little vaseline 
rubbed upon the parts a time or two is 
all that I have found necessary.”’ 

Peroxyd (or per oxyde) of hydrogen is 
a fluid that can be obtained of any drug- 
gist. It should be kept for use at any 
time, and will be found invaluable. In 
cases of sore throat, diphtheria, sores, 
etc., a teaspoonful in a glass of water, 
used as a wash, or a gargle, may prove 
serviceable. Of course, in such cases a 
physician should be consulted, as it is 
not our place to give remedies for diseases 
of human beings, but for poultry it may 
be used freely. We simply mention the 
above in order that our readers may save 
the item. Canker is a difficult disease to 
cure, and from our own knowledge of the 
peroxyd we believe it is the best remedy 
known. For sore eyes, swelled head, 
wounds, or any disease of the kind the

Cultivating the Hamburg for Eggs. 


The reputation of the Hamburg breed 
of fowls for egg laying is sufficient to 
recommend this variety to any one who 
wishes to make egg production a feature 
of the business; but there is a vast differ- 
ence between accepting the ordinary 
market Hamburg for egg laying and se- 
lecting a few choice birds of the breed 
and cultivating them for egg laying. 
Every breed improves by cultivation, 
and the Hamburgs in particular. A good 
many of the choice Hamburgs have been 
cultivated more for their pencilings and 
markings than for their egg producing, 
and nota few to-day look upon them as 
show birds rather than as practical barn- 
yard egg producers. In spite of this, 
however, good laying Hamburgs can be 
picked upin many parts of the country 
as cheaply as other birds, and then if 
they are deliberately cultivated for a par- 
ticular purpose they will achieve won- 
ders. 

Little attention need be given to the 
markings of the birds, provided they 
have the distinguishing traits and appear- 
ance of the breed and have a fair record 
for egg laying. With a few such birds 
to begin with one may gradually improve 
them through careful selection and culti- 
vation. They generally breed truer to 
form and feather than most varieties, 
and they will also retain through many 
generations their tendency to lay many 
eggs. They can be made so prolific, 
however, by good care, feeding and se- 
lection that their ordinary number of 
eggs per year can be doubled. The 
same careful methods applied to any 
other good egg producing breed will 
when given to the Hamburgs makes 
them among the first so far as the num- 
ber of eggs are obtained in a season. 
With a little care and attention to their 
diet and surroundings they can be con- 
verted into excellent winter layers, 
which to-day are the most profitable of 
birds.—Annie C. Webster in Indiana 
Farmer. 


Feeding for Eggs. 


Feeding fcr eggs is a very particular 
business and can only be successfully 
carried on by experienced poultrymen. 
The novice, however, can soon overcome 
the many difficulties by giving this branch 
Every pullet is 
not cut out for a layer, so careful selec- 
tion is in order. 

It is advisable to save more pullets 
than will be required, because some that 
look promising when young will change 
for the worse when matured. Before 
commencing to feed for eggs, carefully 
select the likely pullets. If you have not 
got thoroughbreds, get them as soon as 
possible. The first consideration in breed- 
ing for eggs, is health, then development. 
The leg is very important. The bone 
should be strong and thick, a good frame 
is never supported by a thin, weak leg, 
aim for a medium length of leg accord- 
ing to the breed. These are the points 
to look for if we want to get a good sup- 
ply of eggs.—/. C. Cipp im Poultry 
Keeper. 


The Turkey in the Show. 


The turkey row always seems of un- 
usual attractiveness to the general public 
who visit our poultry exhibitions. It is 
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seldom they enjoy the sight of *such a 
near-by view of a mammoth Bronze in all 
his pride and splendor of plumage. 

Turkeys intended for exhibition will 
improve in gloss if liberally supplied with 
oily seeds, such as those from sunflowers, 
hemp or flax, and every precaution to in- 
duce tameness and confidence in their 
handlers, is desirable. A wild, fright- 
ened bird in the show room is a poor 
object for exhibiting fine points. It will 
not show its true quality or beauty. Ex- 
hibition birds should become accustomed 
to handling and once in a while be placed 
in a cage, like their exhibition pens. 
This can be done at night, and let them 
have something they are especially fond 
of from their keeper’s hand before being 
turned out on their usual range in the 
morning. Constant confinement will, 
however, lessen their vigor, weight and 
beauty of feather, and cannot be forced 
upon them too often without injury to. 
them. If turkey owners will patronize 
and encourage the dressed poultry dis- 
play at the shows they will, by showing 
the carcasses of finely grown birds, help 
to popularize thoroughbreds. 


PLAY FAIR. 


Incubator Exhibits at the Shows. 


Editor Eastern Poultryman :-— 

No one will deny that the exhibit of 
incubators and brooders at our shows, 
when the incubators make hatches and 
the brooders are full of chicks, is the 
most interesting card of the show rooms 
and always the center of attraction. 

That good hatches can be made there 
are two requisites absolutely demanded; 
one is fertile eggs, the other, that the 
machine which does the preliminary 
work of incubation must be a good one, 
one that will properly nurture and pro- 
tect the growing germs in the eggs during 
the time they are intrusted to its care. 
With this preliminary work well done, 
any kind of a box which can be kept at 
the right temperature, will allow the 
chicks to hatch—cannot help it. 

It is, then, of the utmost importance 
that the machine which does the prelim- 
inary work should be built upon correct 
principles; that it should be right in the 
matter of ventilation; moisture supply 
(or no moisture); proper degree ot heat, 
well maintained and confined within ab- 
solutely safe limits. 

Recognizing these facts, should not 
the manufacturers of incubators employ 
their own machines, from start to finish, 
in the hatch for the show where the ma- 
chines are to be exhibited? Could they 
honestly accept or advertise honors won 
under any other conditions? Yet we have 
undoubted information that two makes 
of incubators at one of the leading shows 
of the east last year, had the preliminary 
work done for them by the user of an- 
other make. 

Now, wouldn’t it be just “playing fair’’ 
—nothing more—for show associations to 
require that all incubators on exhibition 
should have carried the hatch through 
from the beginning; not necessarily the 
identical machine, but the same make? 

No one could object to the use of other 
machines, if the manufacturers would 
“play f ir’ and give the machines which 
did the real work the credit which hon- 
estly belonged to them. Is not the pub- 
lic, to which all incubator manufacturers 
look for trade, entitled to the fullest 
knowledge concerning the machine they 
are expected to buy? We think they are. 
—B. Holmes.

In our December number we omitted 
the statement that the fine cut of a Buff 
Orpington cockerel was loaned us by 
Wallace P. Willett, East Orange, N. J., 
publisher of the Orpington, a monthly 
paper devoted to the interests of this 
breed. An article prepared to accom- 
pany the cut was also omitted, and ap- 
pears this month. 


At the last meeting of the American 
Poultry Association it was voted to illus- 
trate the next edition of the Standard, 
which is to be issued in the winter of 
1904-5, consequently the present Standard 
will hold fortwo years longer. The il- 
lustrations are to be in black and white 
and not the colored pictures that so many 
have desired. We have seen the best 
work that has been accomplished hereto- 
fore in the line of color work, and, while 
these pictures appear to be truthful illus- 
trations, there is wide difference between 
the appearance of a feather and the col- 
ored picture. Give us good, ideal draw- 
ings by Sewell, with plain. intelligible 
English language, descriptive of the 
colors of the plumage, and the fancier 
who is not color blind can learn to apply 
the Standard, and will do it better than 
if obliged to refer to a chromo that mis- 
represents the true color required by the 
Standard. 


The Western Poultry World is the title 
of anew venture in poultry journalism, 
hailing from Denver, Col. EASTERN 
POULTRYMAN welcomes all the new 
journals and wishes them success. The 
World has our best wishes, but we hope 
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that the article on ‘“‘Individual Merit,’’ 
on page 3 of their Dec. 15 issue, is nota 
sample of what they purpose to serve up 
to us the coming year. That article ap- 
pears to be a very clumsy steal from a 
very good article lately contributed by 
our friend A. P. Winslow to one of the 
leading poultry magazines. The bom- 
bastic wind-up where the writer, one At- 
kinson, assures us that individual merit 
“Ss the golden cup that will open the door 
to the fie/d of success’’ is one of the few 
statements in the article that friend Win- 
slow cannot claim. The article reminds 
us of the work of a school boy who has 
been so in the habit of copying his school 
compositions from the encyclopedia that 
he knows of no other mode of composi- 
tion. We never suspected before that 
the fields of Colorado had doors or that 
they used cups for keys. 


The State Poultry Association and What 
It Needs. 


The interest in poultry culture in Maine 
is rapidly increasing and to the State 
Poultry Association much credit is due 
for the able work performed, not only on 
the side of fancy poultry, but in the 
greater and more important duties of 
stimulating.an interest in the production 
of utility poultry and eggs for market. 

The Association is now in the third 
year of its life and has held two success- 
ful exhibitions, and has proved that it is 
worthy of the support of every poultry 
breeder in the state. Its past success has 
been brought about by the efforts of the 
working members of the Association, 
who believed in its principles and worked 
for their advancement. 

Each of the shows has been a great ed- 
ucational object lesson. To the breeder 
of pure bred stock its greatest value has 
not been in the honor and glory attained 
by the winning of prizes, but in the 
knowledge acquired, of how their stock 
compared with the ideals of perfection 
which are the Standard by which the 
merits of the birds are measured, and the 
results shown on the score cards. 

Other people besides the breeders at- 
tend the shows and so learn that there is 
an appreciable difference between the 
mongrel and the thoroughbred, and the 
farmer whose only aim in breeding is to 
produce more pounds of meat or dozens 
of eggs, finds there an opportunity to 
study the various breeds, and to see the 
quality of dressed poultry and eggs that 
they produce. 

Many of the best fanciers of to-day are 
breeding for these utility qualities in con- 
junction with the Standard qualifications 
and the annual poultry show enables 
them to get together, compare their 
birds, exchange experiences, and gather 
new ideas than may be useful and valu- 
able in their work. 

In order that the Association may ac- 


complish its best work more funds are 
necessary. Through the liberality of a 
number of good friends of the Associa- 
tion quite a sum of money has been 
available and used as special prizes for 
the more important classes of poultry, 
and especially for the dressed poultry 
and eggs. Such an organization should 
not remain an object of charity. It is en- 
gaged in work of great value to the state. 

Poultry breeding is one of the most im- 
portant agricultural pursuits of Maine, 
from a commercial standpoint, and the 
money received from the sale of poultry 
products constitutes the greater part of 
the income of many a successful farmer. 

It is, therefore, eminently fitting and 
proper that our State Legislature make a 
reasonable appropriation to assist the 
Association in the important work it has 
undertaken. The state makes its regular 
appropriations for pomological and dairy 
exhibitions, and for the holding of two 
State Fairs while the smaller agricultural 
societies share in the stipend raised for 
their assistance. Is it asking too much, 
that the poultry interests be recognized, 
while the census figures prove that their 
products are exceeded in value by only 
four products in the country, viz: Cotton, 
wheat, hay and corn? The figures for 
Maine alone are not at hand, but if any- 
one has access to them a comparison 
with the value of the other agricultural 
products of the state will show that the 
poultry interests are worthy of recogni- 
tion by the Legislature and that the 
Maine State Poultry Association is de- 
serving of the assistance which it will 
seek at the coming session of the Legis- 
lature.

In Light Brahmas, Charles L Cushman 
had the whole thing. The quality of his 
stock was such that competition was de- 
sired. Last year some of Mr. Cushman’s 
Lewiston winners achieved greater hon- 
ors in the Boston show, and we hope they 
may have another opportunity this season. 

In Barred Plymouth Rocks the battle 
for supremacy was close indeed, and the 
magnificent cup donated by Hon. Joseph 
H. Manley, which was offered for the 
best display in this variety, was won this 
time by F. A. Quimby. This cup must 
be won three times by an exhibitor before 
it becomes his property, and with such 
well known Barred Rock breeders as 
McKenney, Peacock, Drisko, Lowell and 
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‘Winslow, ready to take a hand in the 
-contest, there is strong probability that 
the cup will remain the challenge cup of 
the Association for several years. In the 
Maine Class Barred Rocks we found some 
fine specimens that might have found a 
place in the Open Class. Lunt & Curtis, 
Haynes, Hicks, Campbell, Pearson, Low- 
-ell, Whiting, Loring, Jones, Cross and 
Leavitt were all in the race and exhibited 
stock full of merit. 


In Buff Plymouth Rocks the display 
prize was won by I. V. McKenney, with 
a fine string of birds. Mr. McKenney 
has been breeding poultry for half a cen- 
tury, and is familiarly known as Maine’s 
oldest Barred Rock breeder. During the 
past few years he has also been breeding 
Buffs, and with the same painstaking 
care and energy that enabled him to win 
sO many prizes with the Barred Rocks, 
he has brought his Buffs to a high rank. 
Mr. Lombard and Mr. Fall also exhibited 
fine Buffs and divided the honors with 
Mr. McKenney. 


Mr. Lombard also showed a fine dis- 
play coop of Buffs that were greatly ad- 
mired for their evenness of color. 

The White Rocks were well repre- 
sented in both classes. 

In the open class were some birds that 
will make their mark at Boston and the 
display prize went to E. H. & S. H. 
George. whose string of Whites were of 
great merit. 

Some choice birds were also found in 
the Maine class, the stock of Leavitt, 
Dingley, Jones, Copeland, and Miss Rob 
ainson being quite evenly matched in the 
honors. 


In White Wyandottes, the fine display 
made by Silas Bartlett won the $1oo 
grand sweepstake cup for best display in 
any class. Good birds were also shown 
in the open class by Dr. Merritt and Mr. 
Howard. The Maine class also held 
some choice birds from the yards of Lunt 
& Curtis, C. M. Brown, Fairfield Poultry 
Co., T. H. Campbell, F. H. Haynes, C. 
D. Winters and Beech Hill Farm. 

Silver and Partridge Wyandottes were 
few but of good quality. 

The Buff Wyandottes of A. L. Merrill, 
in the Open class, and F. S. Winslow, 
F. P. Haynes and T. H. Campbell, in the 
Maine class, were a good lot and show 
improvement over those shown last year. 

The Rhode Island Reds, second only 
in point of numbers to the Plymouth 
Rocks, constituted a strong class indeed, 
the exhibit being the best we have ever 
seen outside the Boston show. Inanum- 
ber of cases the choice was very close 
and it will be noticed that the prizes had 
to be pretty thoroughly distributed. The 
sweepstakes in the Open class in both 
Single and Rose Combs were won by 
Drisko Farm. The Drisko birds are uni- 
formly of good shape and size and rich in 
undercolor. The male heading the Sin- 
gle Comb pen had the richest color we 
have seen, even the quills being bright 
red, nearly wine color, and no trace of 
smut in any part of the plumage. 

Mr. Perkins had a fine string of birds, 
including several with which he has won 
prizes in other shows this season. 

Elm Hill Dairy Farm, Weston, Nunan, 
Adams, Jacobs, True, Clarke and West 
all had good birds.

Simple Remedies for Roup. 


Almost every poultry-keeper knows 
what roup is. The disease is common, 
in the fall and winter months, among 
poultry which have been neglected. It 
is a contagious catarrhal disease charac- 
terized by ‘running’? at the eyes and 
nostrils, puffed eyes, swollen head and 
mouth and throat filled with foul smell- 
ing mucous or sometimes cheesy matter. 
The peculiar fetid roup-smell is always 
present in the disease. Whenever this 
odor is noticed look for roup and you 
will be pretty sure to find it. The dis- 
ease is caused by its own special germ, 
but the predisposing causes the crowd- 
ing, neglect, dampness, filth and the 
many other poultry ‘‘don’ts.’’ Try to 
avoid the disease by breeding only from 
healthy birds, as the tendency to roup is 
hereditary. Use common sense meth- 
ods in caring for your birds and keep 
them comfortable, clean and well fed. 
If the disease makes its appearance, sep- 
arate every sick bird from the flock as 
soon as you can find it; establish a quar- 
antine for all suspects; clean up, and use 
a good cheap disinfectant, like sulpho- 
naphthol, freely about the houses and 
runs. Kill all very sick birds and burn 
them. Don’t keep sick birds moping 
about to infect others, and don’t waste 
your time and money doctoring. It is 
all foolishness to waste two or three dol- 
lars’ worth of time and medicine on a 
dollar bird. Take. the disease in time. 
Go for it and try to stamp it out as soon 
as you notice the first case. Don’t wait 
for the first case, but prevent the disease 
by good care and management. 

Sulpho-naphthol, one teaspoonful in an 
ordinary bucket of drinking water, is an 
effective remedy In individual birds the 
discharge can be dried up by using the 
sulpho-naphthol and water, equal parts, 
for swabbing out the throat, and for 
painting the nostrils. For bathing the 
eyes use little more water. Apply it 
with a bit of absorbent cotton twisted 
about the end of a toothpick, or use the 
end of a stiff feather. 

Sweet oil and kerosene (coal-oil) ap- 
plied to the nostrils and throat is a good 
simple effective remedy and has cured 
many Cases. 

One of Mr. Hunter’s favorite remedies 
is the following: ‘‘A tablespoonful of 
clear lard, half a tablespoonful each of 
vinegar, cayenne pepper and mustard; 
mix well together; add flour till the 
whole has the consistency of dough, roll 
into slugs about the size of the top joint 
of the little finger and put one down the 
patient’s throat.’’ Repeat in twelve 
hours if necessary. One dose often cures 
a mild attack. 

Spirits of turpentine, one part, with 
glycerine, six parts, makes a good roup 
lotion. Use it for bathing the face and 
eyes, for injecting into the nostrils, and 
for swabbing the throat. 

Prevent the disease by being watchful 
and careful. If the disease gets a start 
in spite of you, suppress it by prompt, 
persistent and energetic treatment.— 
Reliable Poultry Journal.

CLOVER FOR FOWLS 


Will Help Egg Production, Will Keep 
the Fowls in Health, and Is Cheap. 


Again and again clover has been shown 
to be an aid to digestion. Not only that. 
By its use with other foods the profits in 
feeding cattle have been largely increased. 
In an experiment conducted by the Kan- 
sas Experiment Station three lots of hogs 
were fed on corn alone, and one lot was 
fed alfalfa in addition. The three lots 
which were fed corn alone gained flesh at 
the rate of seven or eight pounds to every 
bushel of corn, and the one Jot that was 
fed alfalfa gained at the rate of nearly 
eleven pounds per bushel. These results 
were not due to the feeding value of the 
alfalfa alone, but also to its influence in 
aiding the hogs to better digest the Kaffir 
corn. 


Another lot of pigs pastured through 
the summer on alfalfa with a light feeding 
of corn gained at the rate of 776 pounds 
of pork to the acre, and that after deduct- 
ing the probable gain from the corn. 

We might give many instances of this 
nature, but it will be said—pigs are not 
fowls. That is so. Neither have they 
similar digestive organs, but a study of 
the habits of fowls nevertheless informs 
us that green food is necessary for their 
health, and as the fowls prefer to eat it 
after a feed of grain, it is evident they be- 
lieve it aids their digestion and we believe 
itis as valuable in feeding fowls as in 
feeding hogs. 


Experiments with fowls have shown 
that without green food they cannot 
thrive. It is settled that fowls must have 
green food, and the question arises which 
is the cheapest and best. 

To secure best results from feeding, the 
ration must be properly balanced, it must 
have such a proportion of fat and flesh 
forming material as will supply the needs 
of the animal. Fowls need about one 
part muscle and flesh-making food to four 
or six parts of fat producers, and in clover 
this proportion is ready made. If a fowl 


could eat and digest sufficient clover there 
would be no need for any other food, but 
clover is very bulky and while it helps. 
other foods to digest as its bulkiness in- 
duces the digestive fluids to act freely, it 
is clear that a fowl could not eat enough 
to serve her needs for egg production. 
She must have something more concen- 
trated, something in which the egg food 
is present in great strength, but ina small 
space. The correct combination of these 
two varieties of food is what makes suc- 
cessful feeding. Farmers will want to 
know a simple method of giving these 
foods in correct proportion. Give all the 
green food the fowls will eat and suff- 
cient grain and animal food to keep them 
in good condition, but not fat, and you 
will not be far out.— Poultry Keeper.
